Mr Atussoll atated, with reference to the 
proposition made on behalf of the oredit- 
ors, that the, Official Assignee had no 
objection putsonal y— 

‘tho Chief Justice :—~Has ho any ob- 
jection at all? I cannot accept the word 
“ personally.” He isan official, 

Dr Russell iL was about to say that 
I have alao seen the creditors, and— 

The Cbief Justice ;—You have nothing 
whatover to do with tbe oreditors.

A correspondent aends ua the following 
details of another anti-miasionary riot in 
the interior of this province. oi. 
On. Sunday, the 16th ultimo, a mob of 


over & hundred persona forcibly entered the 
Methodist Chapel at Yunch’un, 140 niiles 
south of Foochow, and violently assaulted 
the-Christians who had gatheréd thoruin for 
divine worship. Tho catechist and congre- 
gation escaped to the magistrate’s yamen, 
leaving the'mob in possession of tho chapel. 
The rabble immedistely set to work and 
destroyed tho seats, tables, etc. Previous 
to this attack the people had beon called 
upon by the gentry to subscribe 100 cash | 
—avowedly towards the extermination. of 
Christianity in their district.. Their modus 
operandi wan to teat down the chapel in the 
firat instance, and subsequently to destroy 
the houtes of the Christians—thus forcibly 
driving them out of the place, But, hap- 
pily, only part of this programmo was 
carried out, Tte sufferers by the riot fled 
to the.magistrate’s yatnen, whore they were 
kindly recelved and promised protcotion, 
A few days Iqtor the magistrate went in 
person to inspect the wrecked chapel. He 
immediately instituted an examination into 
the whole affair, and required the offenders 
to pay all oxpenses attending the repair of 
the chapel, to ‘furnish medical aid to the 
wounded mon, and to find six months’ 
security for tho lives. of the persons 
assaulted. The mon who had been moat 
severely beaten was orderéd to receive 
$30 .as compensation, but, with rare 
disintereateduess, he refused to roceive the 
money—in order. that the* purity of his 
motives in bocoming a Christian should not 
be doubted, By this-prompt action of the 
Yuneh’un magistrate, and the unselfish con- 
duct of the native Christians, not only has 


peace beon restored but slao a good state | 


of feeling between the Christians and their 
heathen neighbours’ secured ;—the latter 
for once fully understanding that Christians 
‘must not be persecuted for refusing to con- 
tribute to idolatrous ‘purposes, and. also 
that the higher and nobler principles which 
they claim to have adopted are entitlod to 
respect and legal recognition. 

The Obinese’ Admiral P’ing—lately..on 
command of the Mamoi Arsenai Sleot— 
died suddenly a few days ago, under. very 
suspicious circumstances. It, is reported

Sir Thomas Wade arrived from Hong- 
kong, per S. 8, Kwang Lung, on Saturdo 
last, the 220d instant, Shortly after the 
Kwang Tung hod cast anchor off Pagoda 
Island, Sir Thomaz Wade was waited upon 
by Captain Lee Boo who placed a steam 
launch at the disposal of the distinguished 
visitor~-a courtesy that waa availed of, As 
His Excellency passed up the harbour on 
bis way to Fouchow the Chinese gunboats 
in port fired the usual native salute of threo 
guns, On Sunday Sir Thomas Wado called 
upon the Vicoroy and the Imperial Com. 
missioner, and on the following day these 
officials made returo calls at the British 
Consulate. - we

S1z,—I have the honour to forward to 
you the Annual Report for the Central 
School for 1878, - 

2. On the departure of Mr Stewart for 
England on leave, several important changes 
were mado in the Staffofthe School. The 
first was the separation of the duties of the 
Inspector of Schools from those of the 
Head Master ; the second, the appointment 
of Mr Arthur as the Acting Second Master, 
and of Mr Murray, late of the Independent 
College, Taunton, as Fifth Master, in order 
to compensate for the absence of Mr Ball, 
who .in consequence of illness was por 
manently incapacitated for duty. In. No- 
vember, Mr Piercy, the Fourth. Master, 
acting on the advice of his medical adviser, 
resigned, and Mr MoKinney, of the Surveyor 
General’s Departmont, was at onco tran: 
forred to the School, _ 

8, It was natural to expcvt that thego 
‘pumerois changes would inconvoniencs and 
retard the progress of the Sohool to a 
certain extent; I have however to report 
that tho various mastors speedily settled 
down to their work, and the work went 
steadily forward without interruption, 

4, Ag the absence through sickness 
among the Staff hay becn less than in 
former years, and as the duties of the 
Inspector of Schocls did not trench upon 
the time of the Head Master, tho work 
according to the time-table was more con- 
tinuous, and therefore a higher standard 
atthe annual examinations just concluded: 
bas been attained. I have reason.also to 
anticipate in the year upon which we have 
entered even a higher dogreo of attain. 
mont, whe the School derives the full 
advansager of the services of Mr May, who 
bas been recently appointed to the Third 
aster-ship vacated by Mr Ball. a 

5. Austeady attempt bas bean made to 
fecilitato the acquiremont of English Spenie 
ing daring the year. I may mention that 
it-bas always been a role of the School that 
English Masters in front’ of their classes 
were on no account to apesk Chinese unless 
compelled. In addition to this, an extt'y. 
to the following effect has been made in tho 
fime-table, that, in every lesson, whether 
taught by an English Mester, or a Ghiness 
Assistant-Mester, questioning in English 
wag to be employed not. only as a test, but 
ig ester to facilites the acquisition of

Colloquia! English. In tho lowor classes, 
the progross, in QOolloquial, as far as re-. 
gorda the subject mattor of their lessons, 
has been most marked. .I even attribute 
the high marks obtdinod by the ‘pupils in 
tho written examination partially. to this 
source, The amount of matter read this 
yoar may not have oqualled that of pre- 
vious years, but the comprehension of what 
has beon read has been far more general 
over: all the classes, as the papera in 
translation from English into Chinese and 
from Chincso into English asnfficiently 
show. ’ 

6. In tho first class I insisted upon the 
repetition of from six to cight lines from 
Standard prose authors overy morning. 
This I made tho subject of conversation 
either between the boys and myself or 
between the boys thomsclves By this 
means . was able to provide subject matter. 
for practice in English Speaking. The 
result so far has been satisfactory, and I 
anticipato that whon the-system—has had 
time to‘devclop, and the boys now forming 
tho lower classes have boon. duly promoted 
to tho Upper School, English Sponk- 
ing will hecomo*very much more general 
provided that the boys remain sufficiently 
long at School for tho purpose, I also 
have devoted an hour a week for Colloquial 
through the rast of the School. ; 

7. At the weokly oxaminations, I have 
endeavoured to give practical lessons in 
the art of ‘teaching to the pupil Teachers 
and Monitors. If more time were at my 
disposal, these lessons could be formed into 
a regular mothod class, whore candidates 
for Masterships in the Anglo-Vornacular © 
Schools recontly established might be 
trained, i 

8. The attendance of the School is almost‘ 
the samo as-that of Inst year, as far as 
figures aro concorned, but whon' wa take 
into consideration tho fact that all applica- 
tions for admission since Septomber have 
been-refused, and that thorefore the places 
of those who have loft . during the samo 
period: have not boon filled up, this im- 
provemdht in the average attendance 
of those remaining has been very con- 
siderable, the average daily attendance for 
the year boing 480.80 a8 agaizist 431 of last 
car. The numberof boys onfolled this 
year is 608 against 610 of Inst year. It is 
necessary, however, to explain hore that a 
large numbor of these left nt the beginning 
of the year to enter the Chinoso Govern- 
ment Service and for other situations, and .
